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Double Patenting 

1. Claims 6-10,21-30 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-36 of U.S. Patent No. 5,906,636. Although 
the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because 
the claims of the present application are merely an obvious broadening over the claims of the 
parent patent. See especially claims 15,20,21 of the patent, which are nearly identical with some 
of the claims of the application.
